The annual convention convened at the Coos County 
Farm in West Stewartstown at 11:00 A.M. March 7, 1970, 
at call of the chairman. Members of the Delegation present 
were: Chairman, Guy Fortier, Harry Huggins, Harry Marsh, 
Chester Noyes, Walter Bushey, Roger Hunt, George Manning, 
Arthur Drake, Richard O’Hara, Otto Oleson, Leon Dubey, 
Edgar Roy, Romeo Desilets, George Studd, Elmer York, 
Hilda Brungot, George Lemire, Percy McCuin, Rebecca 
Gagnon, Emile Parent, Romeo Theriault, George Thurston, 
and Mabel Richardson. Commissioners Norman Brungot, 
Dana Lee and Rene Bergeron were present, also Super- 
intendent Leopold Bouchard and Extension Agent Leighton 
Pratt. 

The budget as submitted by the commissioners was 
discussed and all items pertaining to the general county 
expenses, the Institution, and the Extension Service were 
explained by the above non-members of the Delegation. 

After the noon recess the Delegation went into execu- 
tive session to act officially on the budget. 

On motion by Rep. Dubey, seconded by Rep. Drake, 
the Register of Probate item was voted to be reduced by 
$400.00. 

Another motion by Rep. Dubey, seconded by Rep. Drake, 
to cut the Deed Indexing item by $700.00, carried. 

On motion by Rep. O’Hara, seconded by Rep. Dubey, the 
Sheriff Special for $2000.00 was deleted in full. 

A motion by Rep. Brungot, seconded by Rep. Huggins, 
to increase Old Age Assistance by $10,000.00 as recom- 
mended by the Commissioners, failed on a roll call vote. 
Another motion to increase this item by $5000.00, made by 
Rep. Drake, seconded by Rep. Dubey, carried. 

After detailed explanation by Rep. Oleson the item of 
$30,000.00 for Lancaster Court House repairs was discussed. 
Rep. Oleson as chairman of a committee appointed by 
Delegation Chairman Fortier and including Representatives 
Dubey, Noyes and Richardson had inspected the situation 
with the committee and two general contractors. Acting 
on the judgment of this committee’s findings and a motion 
by Rep. Oleson, seconded by Rep. Richardson, the $30,000.00 
proposed was reduced by unanimous vote to $10,000.00. 

On a motion by Rep. Lemire, seconded by Rep. Man- 
ning, the Extension Service item of $39,328.00 was reduced 
to $32,542.00. This reduction did not cut the request for 
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the regular service of Extension but deleted in full a request 
for the sum of $7,500.00 to be used, if Grafton County appro- 
priated a like amount, to support a Rural Area Develop- 
ment agent and office. On motion by Rep. Drake, seconded 
by Rep. Noyes, the sum of $714.00 estimated income from 
the University of New Hampshire, not being a regular source 
of income, was deleted from the Estimated Revenue. 

After much discussion and with due explanation from 
chairman Fortier and superintendent Bouchard, who are 
members of the County Crime Prevention Committee, the 
following motion was made by Rep. Drake, seconded by 
Rep. Brungot, that: Not more than $10,000.00 be raised 
to be used in conjunction with any available state or federal 
matching funds for crime prevention, expanded law en- 
forcement, and rehabilitation programs. The motion was 
voted in the affirmative. 

On motion by Rep. Drake, seconded by Rep. Dubey, 
the following measure was voted in the affirmative by a 
roll call with only Rep. O’Hara voting no: 

That the budget, as amended, be accepted and that 
the commissioners be authorized to raise the sum of $564,- 
622.87 by direct taxation for county expenses for the calen- 
dar year 1970. 

On motion by Rep. O’Hara, seconded by Rep. Brungot, 
the meeting adjourned at 5:00 P.M.

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Report of County Commissioners 


To the Citizens of Coos County: 


This has been the year of transition at the County Farm 
in West Stewartstown. The new hospital at Colebrook has 
opened and the hospital at the County Farm has been phased 
out. From now on the former hospital facilities will be used 
as a nursing home. 


The change to a nursing home involves numerous altera- 
tions, foremost among them are changes in bathroom facilities. 


Due to difficulties in obtaining coal, it is recommended 
that the heating system at the County Farm be converted 
to oil. A new slaughter house that will meet State and Federal 
standards is needed. 


The construction of the new highway by the State means 
that new sewer and water lines must be laid. 


We feel that the indemnities offered by the State for land 
damage for the new highway are grossly insufficient. We 
hope these differences can be ironed out between the County 
and the State of New Hampshire, thus eliminating the need 
for a court case. 


We feel that new housing should be obtained for the 
Superintendent and Matron to assure them peace and quiet 
during their off-duty hours. The rooms now used by them 
would be converted to nursing home use, as the demand for 
rooms exceeds the number available. 


We are still waiting for a contractor to accomplish the 
roof repairs at the court house in Lancaster. 


You will also note that unemployment has caused some 
increase in welfare costs. 


We wish to express our deep appreciation to the County 
Delegation and all County personnel for their splendid co- 
operation.

We’ve had 
a good productive year in our milk sale, and our garden 
with the advice from the Extension Bureau, and U.N.H., 
was a lovely sight to see. 

The passing of our head Herdsman, Clyde Goodwin, 
came as a shock to all of his many friends. 

The conversion of the boilers from coal to oil had to 
tbe abandoned because of recommendation of engineers 
advising us that this would be uneconomical. Eventually, 
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new boilers will have to be purchased. 


With the closing of the Hospital, a renovation program 
was started to adapt to Nursing Home and will continue 
as time and funds permit. We are having many demands 
for patients to be admitted, and will be able to admit more 
patients as the renovation and new equipment is available.
